d.  Water  Supply. 

The  Port  receives  the  same  water  supply  as  the  Bor- 
ougdi  of  AVorkington,  and  vessels  are  supplied  from 
hydrants  situated  on  the  dock-side.  The  character  of  the 
water  is  1.25  degrees  of  hardness  and  is  of  exceptional 
purity,  proved  by  (diemical  and  bacteriological  examina¬ 
tion  several  times  during  the  year. 

Notices  were  given  the  Masters  of  four  vessels  to  clean 
out  water  storag’e  tanks. 

4.  Port  Health  Reyalatioas,  1983  and  1945. 

The  Begulations  continue  to  work  spioothly,  and  the 
arrangements  were  fully  described  in  my  Annual  Report 
foi'  194b. 

The  following  32  cases  of  sickness  or  injury  wei'e  re- 
])orted  on  vessels  entering  the  Port: — Pneumonia  2  (‘ases 
(1  fatal);  Scabies  2  cases;  Sciatica  1  case;  SexTic*  throat  1 
case;  Injuries  5  cases;  Abscess  1  case;  Kidney  trouble  1 
case;  Stomach  trouble  3  cases;  Venereal  Disease  15  cases; 
Acute  Poliomyelitis  1  case.

The  case  of  Acute  Poliomyelitis  occurred  on  a  British 
vessel  from  Almerfa.  Wh  en  the  vessel  docked  the  crew  of 
38  were  well,  but  the  tollowino*  day  the  Chief  Officer  (34 
years)  was  confined  to  bed  with  a  chill.  The  next  day 
])aralysis  of  the  left  leg-  was  observed,  and  the  ])atient 
removed  to  the  Isolation  Hospital  for  observation.  Acute 
Poliomyelitis  was  confirmed  by  the  Patliologdcal  Tjabora- 
tory,  and  the  patient  died  within  3(1  hours  of  admittance 
to  Hospital.  Full  enquiries  were  made,  but  no  definite 
source  of  infection  could  be  found.  The  patient  had  not 
been  ashore  at  Workington,  and  there  were  no  cases  in  the 
town.  The  vessel  left  Almeria  on  the  19th  October,  and 
docked  at  Workington  on  the  28th.  Severe  gales  had  been 
encountered  during  the  voyage. 

One  notice  was  issued  in  pursuance  of  the  Parrots 
(Prohibition  of  Import)  Regulations  in  respect  of  two 
budgerigars.

All  ships  entering  the  Port  are  examined  for  evidence 
of  rats.  Where  rat  indications  are  discovered  trapping 
and  baiting  are  carried  out-  The  harbour,  buildings, 
breakwater  and  foreshore  are  ]:»eriodi(“ally  inspected.  Tlie 
risk  of  serious  infestation  is  considei-ably  minimised  as 
iron  ore  is  the  (diief  import. 

J)iiring  the  early  part  of  the  year  the  Dock  (kinteen 
was  rat  i)roofed,  and  t  he  drainage,  together  with  the 
drainage  from  the  Dock  sanitary  conveniences,  was  re- 
new'-ed.  Since  then  no  complaints  have  been  received  of 
rats. 

In  accordance  with  Article  28  of  the  International 
Sanitary  Convention  of  Paris,  1926,  one  deratisation  cer- 
tificate  and  twcTity-two  exemption  certificates  were  issued 
during  the  year-  One  vessel  was  fumigated  with  hydro¬ 
gen  (*yanide  gas  to  eliminate  rats.
